Icessary  to  guard  every  individual  mind  against 
the  reception  of  such  sentiments.  To  say  that 
It  is  of  little  consequence  whether  people  believe 
twie  or  erroneous  dflctrincs,  if  they  but  act  right, 
is  like  saying  it  is  of  no  importance  whether  they 
partake  of  nutritious  or  poisonous  food,  if  they 
will  but  continue  healthy  !  As  poisonous  nutri¬ 
ment  will  fill  the  body  with  disease,  so  will  erro¬ 
neous  religious  opinions  lend  to  destroy  the  mo¬ 
ral  health  of  the  mind.  Not  only  do  they  exer¬ 
cise  a  direct  tendency,  in  accord  lucc  with  their 
prominent  features,  but  also  au  indirect  influence, 
by  giving  their  peculiar  tinge  to  all  the  feelings 
and  thoughts  of  those  who  entertaiu  them. 

True  religious  doctrine  and  pure  morality,  ass 
inseparably  connected.  The  latter  flows  from  tbs 
former,  as  streams  from  a  fountain.  Examins 
the  Gospel  on  this  jioint.  There  is  no  doctrine 
revealed  for  man’s  acceptance  in  the  teachings 
of  Christ,  or  his  apostles,  that  will  not,  when  bs- 
lieved,  exercise  a  salutary  influence  upon  tbs 
motives  and  aflectioos.  All  the  doctrines  of  ths 
Gospel  are  of  a  practical  nature — they  can  be  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  everyday  transactions  of  life,  greatly 
to  the  promotion  of  the  interest  and  happiness  of 
mankind.  This  is  the  peculiar  glory  and  perfec¬ 
tion  of  the  religion  of  Christ,  and  distinguishes 
it  from  all  other  systems. 

The  moral  precepts  of  the  Gospel,  are  no  mors 
pure  than  its  doctrinal  teachings.  This  should 
not  be  overlooked  ;  for  it  affords  a  good  criterion 
for  the  detection  of  error.  Doctrines  which  ass 
based  on  principles  forbidden  by  the  moral  prs- 
cepts  of  the  Gospel,  we  maybe  assured,  are  false, 
because  they  bring  the  doctrinal  and  moral  pre¬ 
cepts  of  Christ  into  collision — whereas  in  reality, 
they  are  united  in  the  most  perfect  harmony.- 
If  the  Gospel  enjoins  love,  kindness,  and  charity 
upon  men,  then  any  tenet  founded  upon  cruelty, 
hatred,  retaliation  or  unforgiveness,  must  neces¬ 
sarily  be  foreign  to  the  Gospel,  and  erroneoos.. 
The  stream  never  rises  higher  than  the  fountain. 
The  creature  is  not  required  to  be  more  perfect 
than  the  Creator.  The  Deity,  in  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  his  government,  never  violates  aoy  mo¬ 
ral  principle  which  he  has  enjoined  upon  man. 
And  any  sentiment  which  requires  us  to  believe 
to  the  contrary — any  sentiment  which  teaches 
that  he  hates  those  he  commands  us  to  love— 
that  he  remains  iMiforgiving,  implacable  and  re¬ 
vengeful,  when  he  directs  us  to  forgive  “seventy 
times  seven”— that  he  returns  evil  for  evil,  curs¬ 
ing  for  cursing,  enmity  for  enmity,  when  he  en¬ 
joins  it  upon  us  to  overcome  evil  with  good,  and 
return  blessing  for  cursing,  and  love  for  enmity- 
that  he  deals  in  wrath,  and  cruelty,  and  ven¬ 
geance,,  when  he  calls  upon  us  to  deal  in  love, 
and  kindness,  and  peace — any  such  doctrine, 
coming  as  it  does,  loaded  with  the  rankest  con- 
iradiclion  and  absurdity,  should  be  instantly  re¬ 
jected.  by  all  candid  and  sound-minded  seekers 
after  truth.  Let  the  reader  ex.arnine  human 
conduct,  and  he  will  perceive  that  every  good 
action  performed  by  man.  comports  with  some 
striking  characteristic  in  God’s  dealings  with  his 
creatures,  while  every  bad  action  is  in  contradic¬ 
tion  tc  ail  the  moral  principles  pertaining  to  the 
Most  High ! 

The  great  leading  doctrines,  then,  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel — vspecially  those  relating  to  the  Deity,  his 
cliaracter,  and  the  moral  principles  of  his  go¬ 
vernment — should  be  deeply  fixed  in  the  mind. 
They  must  and  will  exert  z  powerful  influence 
upon  the  conduct  of  the  possessor.  Hence  the 
necessity  that  every  husband  and  wife,  sboaltl 
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ado(U  clear  and  euliglileaed  opinions  upon  ibe 
doctrines  pertainin:;  to  the  lledL-ciiicr's  religion.! 

Tlic  question — Wliat  arc  tlic  doctrines  taught  !| 
in  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  ? — altliough  one  of  im-  i 
roeusc  imporlaiice.  I  leave  here  unanswered.  Ijct  i 
all  judge  h)r  themselves.  1  have  my  own  long  set-  j 
tied  opinions  upon  this  suhject ;  hut  I  would  not 
urge  them  upon  the  readers  of  this  work.  I  only 
solicit  them  to  search  for  light,  with  n  candid  and 
prayerful  mind,  and  with  a  deteiminaiioii  to  adopt  , 
truth,  wherever  found.  Let  reason  he  the  guide, 
the  Word  of  (Jod  the  umpire,  and  few  can  lail  of 
finding  that  tniih  which  fills  the  soul  with  “joy 
unspeakable  and  full  of  gloiy.” 

It  is  a  most  fortunate  concurrence  when  a  hus¬ 
band  and  wife  agree  in  their  doctrinal  views  on 
religion.  Such  an  agreement,  while  it  is  the 
source  of  much  enjoyment  by  aflording  a  com¬ 
munion  of  opinion  and  sentiment,  at  the  same 
time  saves  from  tlmse  disagreements  and  conten¬ 
tions  on  religions  lojiics,  winch  lie(|nciitly  inter-, 
lupt,  and  soiii'-tiines  dcstioy  erit'icly,  iiiatiiiiin- 
nial  peace  and  enjoyment.  i' 

This  is  a  poiivt  which  slmnld  claim  the  aiti  n- ,, 
lion  of  the  tinmarried.  It  is  far  more  wise  to 
marry  one  wlio  agrees  wiili  yon  in  religious  -sen-  j 
tiineiit,  til, in  one  who  disagrees  with  you.  'I'he  ^ 
truth  of  this  assertion  must  he  obvious  to  all. — 
The  inlcrc'inrse  hciween  husband  and  wifi*-,  is  so 
intimate  and  continual,  lh.it  a  disparity  of  views  " 
on  a  topic  winch  usually  takes  a  luild  so  deej)  n 
U|)OD  the  fi-elingsas  religion,  very  often  becomes 
a  root  of  biiteniess  beiween  them.  How  many  i 
instances  of  w relchedncs.s  Irom  this  source.  Iiave  k 
come  within  my  o'vn  knowleilge  !  A  youthful  ' 
and  highly  cherished  frieo  1  (whose  remains  now 
sleep  q’liiily  in  the  grave,)  passed  llie  few  years  , 
of  I'.is  nnirinioni.il  life,  in  great  unhappiness, jj 
mainly,  as  1  Iiave  reason  to  believe,  from  tlie  cir-l: 
cumstaiice  tliai  his  o|,itiioiis  and  those  of  liis' 
wife,  were  at  the  very  antipodes  of  religious  doc-ii 
trine.  H.ird  f‘  i  lings  were  engendered  by  dispu-e 
tations  np-m  this  subject,  whi.h  ci')b'itcr'‘d  all;, 
their  domestic  enjoy menis ;  and.  I  Ir.ivc  no  doubt,  l| 
tended  greatly  to  cut  •liort  liii  life.  I 

There  are  probabry  few  places  throughout  ourti 
land,  wh‘'r<“  in.siaiice.s  id'  it.airimonial  unhappiness  ^1 
from  this  canse,  are  not  known.  It  therefore  , 
becomes  young  men.  in  selcciing  wives,  and  young  '■ 
women  ill  accepting  husbands,  to  make  this  aj- 
very  imporiant  consideration.  If  possible,  llicyjj 
should  obtain  companions  with  wlioin  they  fullyj; 
coincide  in  rel'gioMS  doctrine.  I'he  im|)orlatice  [' 
of  this  coineideiiee  in  sentiment,  can  not  he  too  il 
greatly  fingnifi  (1.  The  happiness  of  all  after, 
life  will  be  more  or  less  affected  by  it.  j 

But  ns  this  union  iu  religious  views,  is  not  nl- , 
ways  practicable  or  possible,  a  few  remarks  in  !i 
relation  to  the  conduct  of  husbands  and  wives  j, 
totvards  eacli  other,  wlien  a  disagieemeut  on  this  i; 
subject  exists,  may  not  be  unprofitable. 

Iu  the  first  place,  let  it  he  undeistood  and  rc-  i 
memhered,  that  the  husband  aed  wife  have  cacli  i 
the  same  inilisputable  rigitt  to  enjoy  uniiudcsted, 
their  lespeetive  itligioiis  sentiments,  however:; 
dissimilar  they  inny  be.  or  however  unreasonable 
and  alisnrd  the  views  of  either  may  appr.ar. — 
When  this  right  is  fully  recognized  and  propeily  jj 
respected,  il  will  exert  no  small  influcucc  in  pre¬ 
venting  a  dilierenee  of  opinion  from  becoming  ni 
source  of  miinial  unhappiness.  Free  and  fullij 
toleration  in  religion,  is  the  principle  which; 
should  govern  husbands  and  wives  in  regard  to  : 
each  other.  “  There  sliould  be  a  pcifect  tolcra-- 
tioD,”  says  Ilazlitt,  “  in  matters  of  religion.—  , 
In  what  relates  to  the  salvation  of  a  man's  soul,  j, 
he  is  more  concerned  titan  I  can  be;  and  to  pre-1; 
tend  to  dictate  to  him  m  this  particular,  is  an  in-  j 
finite  piece  of  impertinence  and  prestimption. — !' 
But  if  a  man  has  no  religion  at  alt,  that  does  not 
hinder  me  from  having  any.  If  he  stood  at  the!| 
church  door  and  would  nut  lot  me  enter,  I  should  | 
have  a  riglit  to  push  him  aside  ;  but  if  he  let  me  j; 
pass  by  without  interruption,  I  have  no  right  to  |i 
turn  back  and  drag  him  after  me.  He  might  asj' 
well  force  me  to  have  no  religion,  ns  I  force  him ' 


to  have  one,  or  burn  him  at  the  slake  for  believ¬ 
ing  whai  1  do  nut.  Heaven,  is,  like  ‘air,  acces¬ 
sible  to  all and  therefore  there  is  no  occasion 
to  trip  up  one  another’s  heels  on  the  road.” 

Tlicre  IS  a  certain  degree  of  re.sjiect,  which 
each  siiould  pay  to  the  religious  opinions  enter¬ 
tained  by  tlie  other.  Not  that  they  should  sliuw 
approbation  of  sentiments  wliich  they  do  not  be¬ 
lieve.  But  a  due  dcfereuce  shuuKi  be  paid,  in 
such  cases,  even  to  error — not  for  the  erroi's 
sake,  but  fur  the  sake  of  (he  husband  or  wife  who 
cherishes  it.  A  sutlicieni  defereme,  at  least,  to 
prevent  making  .sncii  error  a  subject  ol  ridicule, 
sarcasm,  or  viuipcraiioti.  These  manifestations 
shouhl  always  be  caiefully  avoided.  When  iIic 
hiisliaiid  is  in  ihe  habit  of  ridiculing  the  senti¬ 
ments  of  his  wife,  or  the  wife  is  accustomed  to 
speak  contempliioiisly  of  the  views  of  the  hus¬ 
band,  the  efi'ect  will  lie  to  cunfiim  each  other  in 
their  sentiments,  wheihei  right  or  wrong,  in  ad¬ 
dition  10  that  wounding  of  the  feelings  and  cool¬ 
ing  of  the  alfeclioiis,  w  hich  aie  the  unfailing  fruits 
of  such  unwise  proceedings. 

When  hiisliaiid  ar.d  wife  materially  distigrec  on 
reiiginiis  topics,  each  wdl  undoubtedly  possess  a 
strong  desire  to  convert  the  othei  to  (heir  own 
ow  n  views.  This  is  a  natural  wish  ;  and  il  is 
cotnniciid.iblo  to  enteit.iin  il  to  a  jiroper  extent ; 
hilt  it  should  always  be  held  suhurdiiiate  to  aiio- 
tlier  and  hettei  desire,  and  that  is.  tlial  hoih 
slioiild  be  broiiuhl  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth. 
.Still,  each  believing  they  possess  the  truth,  eacli 
will  be  anxious  to  indiiee  the  other  to  adopt  their 
opinions.  And  w  hat  description  of  elforl  should 
be  made  to  this  end  ! 

As  already  sng-^esied,  you  should  never  your¬ 
self  indulge  in  ridicule — or  w  hen  company  is  pre¬ 
sent,  who  may  agree  with  you  in  religious  senli- 
mei'.t,  never  lead  the  conversation,  or  allow  il  to 
be  led,  if'  possible  to  avoid  il,  m  such  a  manner 
as  to  induce  ilie  titlerance  of  expressions  wliieli 
may  irritate  or  wound  the  feelings  of  your  com- 
pitiion.  This  will  undoubtedly  require  some 
ciiciimspectioi)  and  forbearance;  but  you  sliuuld 
bo  w  illing  to  exercise  these  restraints,  f  rom  regard 
to  one  whose  happiness  you  should  ever  prize. 

Iu  all  your  conversations  on  icligious  topics, 
never  be  actuated  simply  by  a  desire  to  ae.liieve 
a  victory.  A  victory  over  a  wife  ! — a  victory  over 
a  husband  ! — There  are  no  laurels^to  be  gained 
iu  such  ail  acliievcmcnt.  .  il  is  too  tnucli  like  a 
vietovy  over  one's  own  self,  to  give  great  compl.i- 
ccncy  of  feeling  !  Let  the  ohjcct  rather  be.  to 
give  liiilit,  and  truth,  and  jieace,  to  each  other. 
.4nd  ahlioiigli  your  sacce.ss  in  maintaining  your 
sentiments  may  in  reality  be  a  victory  ;  yet  it 
sliould  be  brougiil  about  iu  such  a  manner  as  to 
prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  its  presenting  such 
appearance,  especially  to  the  patty  who  may  have 
been  induced  to  modify  or  change  their  views. 

Husbands  and  wives  should  ucvim"  allow  them¬ 
selves  to  dispute  oil  religious  topics.  There  is  a 
wide  distinction  beiween  (/ispuiing  and  ineestiga- 
ting.  Tlie  former  is  mete  declamation,  generally 
abounding  with  vituperation,  and  leading  very 
scldo.n  indeed,  to  any  valnable  resulis.  The 
hitler,  consisting  of  a  calm  and  peaceful  process 
of  reasoning,  is  the  only  course  the  married 
should  pursue,  to  convince  each  other  of  tlie 
tiuth  of  their  respective  doctrines. 

Tlieir  difi’erence  of  opinion  should  not  be  a 
subject  to  be  taken  up  indiscriminately,  at  any 
time,  w  henever  a  word  is  dropped  in  wliicli  both 
can  not  agree.  But  on  certain  and  projier  occa¬ 
sions,  wlien  circumstances  will  permit,  the  hus¬ 
band  and  wife  should  sit  down  to  a  candid  and 
careful  examination  of  the  religious  dilferences 
which  separate  tiieir  minds.  And  let  them  be 
very  careful  (hat  none  but  the  most  kind  and 
pleasant  feelings,  be  manifested  on  such  occa¬ 
sions.  Or,  if  eitlier  party  discover  that  any  other 
emotion  is  arising  in  their  own,  or  tlie  bosom  of 
their  companion,  tlie  investigation  should  cease 
fot  the  lime,  to  be  renewed  under  more  favora¬ 
ble  auspices.  These  examinations  should  not 
be  conducted  so  much  in  the  stiff  and  fornial 


manner  of  arguineiitation  and  controversy,  ms  in 
the  form  of  adcice — there  should  be  a  friendly 
and  mutual  iiitcrciiangc  of  opiiiiuns,  solely  for 
the  purpose  of  imparting  to  each  oilier  ieforma- 
lion,  tioowleilge  and  truth.  Every  prejudice 
every  improper  bias,  should  be  thrown  entirely 
aside,  with  all  .'ippcarance  of  dietalio.i  or  ntitho. 
rity — so  that  ilie  niinil  may  be  iinimpedeil  in  its 
operations,  and  be  ready  and  willing  to  recognize 
iruili,  whenever  its  divine  features  appear. 

While  both  have  an  equal  rijlit  to  speak,  let 
holh  he  willing  to  listen — while  both  can  be  in- 
siructors,  let  botli  desire,  anxiously  desire,  to 
learn — while  both  have  the  privilege  of  fidheriog 
to  liieir  o))inions,  let  both  form  tlie  liigh  resolve 
to  abandon  llicir  own  views  \vlie:u!ver  they  per¬ 
ceive  iliem  to  be  unten.ible,  and  adopt  other 
opinions,  tlie  moment  their  cool  jiiilginent  appro- 
b.iies  ilicm,  and  wliisjiers,  llic'y  are  true  ! 

There  should  be  no  pride  of  opinion  indnlgfd 
ill  sueli  cases — no  desire  lo  adhere  to  a  point  from 
mere  dislike  of  ackiiowled;'i!ig  a  mistaken  view. 
No  iriumph  should  be  manifested  in  an  aigii'rieiit 
gaiineu — no  disgrace  attached  to  defeat.  But 
both  should  be  willing  and  ready  to  abandon  a 
position  and  relinquish  a  doctrine,  however 
strongly  tliey  may  have  before  heheved  it,  the 
inomeiii  they  clearly  see  “  tlic  better  reason  ’  is 
against  them.  This  is  tlie  only  proper  course  to 
be  pursued — it  is  the  only  course  that  can  lead 
to  uiiiiy  of  .scnlimeiii — that  can  direct  them  to 
truili. 

On  all  these  occasions,  the  Wonl  of  God  sliould 
ba  op.-'n  before  you.  Its  sacred  jiages  should  he 
iiuiliially  perused  with  an  aideni  desire  to  know 
their  contents;  and  its  declaraiions  should  be 
considered  as  decisive  ujioii  every  controverted 
luiiiit.  Let  it  be  borne  in  mind,  tliat  ouis  is  a 
Irandaled  copy  of  the  Scriptures.  The  transla¬ 
tors,  altiiout'h  undoubtedly  iinnest  men,  and 
learned  for  the  age  in  which  they  lived,  were  not 
inspired.  It  is  not,  iherefoie,  surprising  that  they 
sliould  in  some  few  cases,  have  misconceived  the 
iiioaiiing  of  tlic  original  hnguage.  'I’his  renders 
it  more  necessary  to  exercise  care  in  examining 
the  Bible,  lo  see  tliat  the  ideas  tiesigned  by  the 
inspired  penman,  are  clearly  understood. 

Wlienever  a  passage  is  read,  in  regard  to  the 
meaning  of  which  you  disagree  in  opinion,  let 
that  passaze  be  a  particular  subject  of  mutual 
inquiry.  Examine  the  connection  in  which  it 
occurs — study  critically  its  peculiar  phraseology, 
and  endeavor  to  ascertain  how  similar  terms  and 
phiases  are  used  in  oilier  poitions  of  the  Bible- 
read  carefully  and  candidly  tiic  remarks  of  learn¬ 
ed  commentators  of  diirercnl  sects,  and  weigh 
well  ilieir  suggestions.  In^his  manner,  a  good 
degree  of  light  and  instruction  can  be  obtained, 
whic.'i  will  be  of  the  utmost  service  in  arriving  at 
a  just  understanding  ol  its  meaning. 

Such  are  the  feelings  which  Inisbands  and 
wives  wlio  disagree  in  religious  sentiment,  should 
manifest  towards  each  other — sucli  should  be  the 
cliaractcr  and  temper  of  their  proceedings,  in 
their  efforts  to  arrive  at  ili.it  mnUial  understand¬ 
ing  of  doctrinal  points,  which  is  one  of  the  most 
desirable  coincidences  of  married  life.  When 
these  investigations  are  engaged  in  with  an  ardent 
desire  to  learn  of  Jesus,  and  lo  adopt,  with  any  te- 
serve,  without  a:iy  fear  of  man.  and  without  any 
regard  to  the  taunts  or  scorn  of  others,  whatever 
appears  reasonable  and  sciiplural,  the  result  will 
almost  invariably  prove  propitious.  •Both  parties 
will  adopt  the  same  views,  rejoice  in  the  same 
hopes,  and  find  consolation  at  the  same  fountain  of 
truth  and  peace  I  Or,  if  this  is  not  the  result, 
the  labor  and  time  thus  spent  will  not  be  in  vain. 
It  V  ill  tend  to  soften  prejudices,  to  awaken  cha- 
rit.ihlc  emotions,  and  fill  each  bosom  with  the 
spirit  of  Chrislinn  toleration,  and  prevent  a  disa¬ 
greement  of  opinions  from  engendering  a  disa¬ 
greement  in  feeling  and  affection.

Iteuefieiiil  te  part'e**-  Let  ns  therefute  withdraw 
our  g:ize  from  the  ludicrous  aspec.i  the  subject  presen¬ 
ted  to  ns  at  first,  and  attend  seriously  to  the  pros  and 
cons  that  may  be  advanced  on  it. 

It  is  arsnod  that  the  frequent  removals  are  beneficial 
to  prenc/ierif,  as  allowing  them  to  use  over  a  second  (and 
even  a  third  or  fourth)  time  their  early  labors — ami  that 
it  is  beneficial  to  societies,  as  yielding  to  them  the  great¬ 
est  variety  of  ])reach!ng  talent,  and  thus  attracting  large 
audiences  of  tlic  opposers  and  the  inditlerent,  by  mo¬ 
tives  of  curiogily. 

1  admit  tiiut  there  arc  cases  wheic  preachers  may 
properly  claim  the  benefits  here  contended  for — and  ca¬ 
ses  where  they  arc  bcnefiis.  Where  a  preacher,  in  the 
verv  coinmencoment  of  his  ministry,  has  settled  down 
with  a  society,  and  finds  his  stock  of,  and  leisure  for 
acquiring,  knowledge  insufiicient  to  sustain  himself,  he 
is  justifiable  in  availing  himself  of  a  change,  and  will 
lltiJ  it  a  heiicfit,  if  he  uses  tiie  advantage  to  acquire 
knowledge,  ni;d  not  to  indulge  in  mental  and  physical 
idleness.  .Another  case  in  which  such  a  change  is  justi¬ 
fiable  is  where  henhh  requires  it — and  the  change  w  ill  be 
beneficial  if  used  to  secure  and  render  permanent  a 
good  physical  foundation  on  which  to  base  future  men¬ 
tal  cxerci.ses.  In  nearly  every  other  case,  there  must 
he  defect  or  fault  some  where— in  the  society  or  in  the 
preacher — and  in  most,  if  not  nearly  all  the  removals 
that  occur  around  ns,  (excepting  the  cases  above  nam¬ 
ed)  they  are  a  positive  injury  to  preachers  and  societie.s. 
.A  few  i’emar  \s  will  make  this  plain. 

The  society  is  not  benofitted  by  such  changes,  unless 
they  could  ho  made  as  frequently  as  the  curiosity  of  the 
public  is  satisfied.  Those  who  attend  ouly  to  hear  the 
“  now  preacher,”  can  generally  he  drawn  to  attend  at 
any  neighboring  nieclitig  where  a  “  new  preacher  holds 
forth.”  Tliey  are  tin:  drift-wood  of  society — some  very 
good,  other  but  middling,  the  rest  so  poor  us  to  spoil 
the  value  of  tiie  mass,  and  none  of  it  stationary  long 
enough  to  allow  a  careful  selection  to  be  made.  A 
conaregaticn  of  200  persons  who  will  got  fo  meeting 
regularly  from  principle — and  who  will  he  satisfied  with 
the  preaching  because  they  esteem  the  preacher  and 
love  the  doctrine  will  do  more  and  better  for  the  cause 
than  a  congregation  of  twice  that  number,  w'fio  go  to 
have  their  cars  tickled  and  their  eyes  pleased — who  go 
to  hear  a  new  preacher,  and  see  now  dresses.  Perma¬ 
nent  congregations,  rightly  built  nn  in  the  love  and 
practice  of  the  Gospel,  do  the  work  of  advancing  tlie 
cause.  All  others  may  aid  it  wTiile  they  them«elves 
prosper,  but  in  the  end,  their  coldness  and  decline  wifi 
discourage  and  depress  other  societies  nearly  to  as  great 
an  extent. 

As  to  the  picachcr — it  is  true  that  nn  occasional  re¬ 
moval  will  lessen  his  labor  of  preparing  scnnoiis;  but 
in  each  ca«e  it  will  increase  his  labors  to  Imibl  up  the 
society  accoiding  to  his  own  views  of  what  is  necessary 
to  tlieir  prosperity,  i  know  some  preachers  who  are 
cnntinnnl.y  engaged  in  liniIJing  np  societies  from  their 
beginning,  until  they  reach  a  state  of  considerable  or¬ 
ganization,  become  deeply  attached  to  their  preacher 
and  overcome  the  prejudices  of  those  around  them 
so  far  that  they  arc  becoming  willing  to  attend  meet¬ 
ing.  Then  the  preacher  leaves  rliem  in  the  wilder¬ 
ness,  without  a  shepherd,  to  run  down  again,  and  they 
degenerate  to  wildness,  apathy  and  despair — vexed 
at  Uicir  preacher,  mortified  at  the  taunts  of  their  oppo- 
•era,  and  rendered  suspicions  and  despairing  of  every 
Word  and  effort  to  encourage  them.  Can  any  success 
of  these  praachers  atone  for  the  injury  thus  indicted  on 
the  cause  T  But  what  has  the  preacher  gained  ?  -Vo- 
thinu.  He  gets  $.'>0  or  $100  more  in  salary,  and  spends 
It  in  removing  his  family — in  damage  to  furniture,  and 
k>8s  on  its  sale  and  the  purchase  of  new — and  an  in- 
creaae  of  expenditures  in  his  new  home.  He  loses  his 
perional  influence  which  he  had  i  n  the  old  society,  and 
has  to  spend  a  year  or  two  in  his  now  home  to  acquire 


||  as  mnch  again.  He  sunders  tlic  ties  of  invaluable  af- 
|i  fections,  which  years  in  his  new  home  may  never  be 
I  able  to  leptacc.  And  ho  endangers  his  character  as  a 
preacher  in  tlie  estimation  of  community.  “Did  he 
leave  because  llie  society  was  unable  longer  to  sustain 
:  liiiii  ?  If  so,  may  nut  llieir  inability  have  been  caused 
I  by  his  inefficiency  ?  Did  he  leave  because  his  society 
j  was  unieilling  to  retain  him  ?  Ah,  there  must  have  been 
,  some  just  cause  for  their  iinwilhngnc.s3 !  Did  he  leave  in 
j  despite  of  the  efforts  and  wishes  of  a  society  both  able 
;  and  willing  to  retain  liiiiiT  Perhaps  he  received  ‘a 
louder  call,’  alias  the  offer  of  a  larger  salary — or  is  of 
ij  an  unsteady  mind  and  fickle  purpose — or  has  nn  nn- 
ij  loving  and  nnsociul  disposition.”  All  these  and  a  linii- 
I)  dred  other  questions  and  conjectures  are  afloat  on  the 
|j  removal  of  a  preacher,  however  unjust  they  may  be,  or 
|,  seem. 

|,  From  all  these  considerations  I  derive  my  conviciion, 
that  nn  society  able  to  support  a  preacher  well,  should 
j!  allow  their  pastor  fo  leave  them,  except  for  very  strong, 

I  nnavoidahic  and  irremovable  causes  and  reasons. — 
They  will,  in  nine  cases  out  of  fen,  snlfer  mure  by  the 
'i  change  than  they  can  gain,  during  the  first  or  second 
I'  year.  And  in  a  great  number  of  cases,  the  youngest 
!,  members  will  hardly  outlive  the  injuries  suffered  by  the 
i  removed  of  a  beloved  and  esteemed  prettcher. 

'!  In  like  manner  I  would  say  to  a  prcaclier— if  yon 
.1  can  be  sustained  ami  sustain  yourself,  where  you  are. 

I  do  not  remove.  What  you  gain  in  labor  of  one  kind, 
jj  you  will  lose  in  another.  What  yon  gain  in  salary  you 
il  will  lose  in  the  damage  and  costs  of  a  removal.  What

I  .At  all  events,  let  no  preacher  leave  a  society,  (even 
p  if  iiie.xperience,  or  health,  or  ab.solutc  poverty  require.s 
i;  it,)  until  you  have  secured  for  it  the  services  of  a  faitli- 
I]  fill  successor.  .And  let  no  society  that  valne.s  iu  welfare 
I  and  prosperity,  consent  that  a  preacher  shall  leave  them, 
until  they  have  exbaii.stcd  every  possible  means  to  re¬ 
tain  him,  and,  failing  in  that,  have  secured  another  to 
I  be  his  siicce.ssor.  A.  B.  G.
